It is 
Moped that physical conditions, such as 
heawy snows and adverse weather, may 
accouwtt for the failure to secure her de- 
livery. \ The offictals are loath to believe 
that theré hag been a breach of faith on 
the part ot the brigands, but even if 
this were /so, they do not regard them- 
selves as /blameworthy for having trust- 
ed them.

Silver and Gold Casket for Prince. 

St. Louis, February 21.—The solid gold 
and silver casket which will be presented 
as a souvenir to Prince Henry of Prus- 
sia by Mayor Wells will be finished with- 
in a day or two. It will be 18 inches long, 
4% inches high and 4% inches .from front 
to back, The material is of solid silver 
and gold, with decorations in full relief, 
richly cut by hand in solid metal and 
enameled. The most ornate embellish- 
ment will be the device on the’ cover. 
This consists of the common seal of St. 
Louis, on either side of which is the 
American and German eagle, the key to 
the city protruding at the top and the 
bottom, about the lower part being a 
spray of forget-me-nots. 

Inside the souvenir will be lined with 
navy blue wateres silk. The casket it- 
self will be placed In a black seal leather 
box which will be lined with royal pur- 
ple velvet.

Washington, February 21.—Fina] rati- 
fications of the Ray-Pauncefote treaty, 
giving -Engiand’s assent to the construc- 
ticn of a canal across Centtral America 
by the United States"were exchanged \at 
the stete gepartment at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon...

Washington, February 21.—(Special.)— 
Cuba will receive, relief atthe hands of 
this congress. That is assured. The re- 
publican leaders of the senate, who, tn 
the end, shape ail legislation these days, 
have decreed that this shall be done, and, 
entirely irrespective” of what the house 
leaders may determine, it will be done. 
Just what form thig relief will take has 
not yet been determined, but the results 
will be those teward which President 
Roosevelt has beén consistently working. 
This means a differential in tariff duties 
upon Cuban sugars and Cuban tobacco 
which will be equivalent to the advantage 
that: would be granted: by. scaling the 
Dingley rates from 25. to 33 per cent. 

Whilé this has been détermined, it is 
not likely that the matter will be pressed 
to a speedy conclusion so far as the sen-- 
ate is concerned. It has been deemed by 
the senate leaders good politics to with- 
hold definite expression of their purpose 
until after the house committee on ways 
and means takes action. Two things are 
expected to result from following this 
policy or programme. First, that the 
president will be able to bring around 
certain house leaders to his way of 
thinking; second, that a split in the re- 
publican ranks may be avoided. . 

Assurances of the final result to be ob- 
tained have been given to the represen- 
tatives of the Cuban planters and they 
are expected to be satisfied despite the 
delay which will ensue befdofe action is 
finally taken, : 

Working with House Leaders. 

President Roosevelt has been at work 
with certain house leaders, and has un- 
doubtediy brought them around to a real- 
ization of the fact that his plan is the 
only one to be followed. _He has argued 
with them not only juagice tothe Cuban, 
but the political wisdom of agreeing with 
the public sentinmtent of this country, 
which demands such justice. 

For a time it lodkéd as if the influences 
brought to bear by the beet sugar people. 
would be strong. enough.to sway. the, 
majority of the ways and. means .com- 
mittee of the house, but the stronger in- 
fluences of the adminéstration and of pub-, 
Ne sentiment havé, it is confidently be- 
lieved, prevailed with mgst of the,men 
who showed a tendency to kick the 
traces.

These consider that a proposition to give 
a bounty in addition to the high protec- 
tion which the sugar interests now re- 
celve is one that could not possibly stand 
the test before the American people, and 
they argue that its adoptton would be a 
great political mistake. 

Want To Avoid Friction. 

By holding off until after the ways and 
means committee of the house has acted, 
the senate leaders believe they will avoid 
unnecessary friction between the two 
houses. The republicans of the house 
have been go often turned down in mat- 
ters of important. legislaflion by the re- 
publicans of theiasenate that they are 
exceedingly tender on the subject. 

‘Senator Aldrich, of Rhode Island, and 
other republican leaders of the senate be- 
lieve, after conference . with President 
Roosevelt, that the ways and means lead- 
ers, if let alone, will bring in a bill on the 
line of the administration's intentions, 
and «t is because of their belief in this 
result being obtained that they consider 
ft good policy to do nothing in the senate 
at present. 

Agreement Will Be Reached. 

The Cuban reciprocity problem was 
again before the republican members of 
the Ways and means committee today, 
who were in private conference for two 
hours, then adjourning until tomorrow 
without reaching an agreement. 
veloped today that an informal vote had 
been taken early in the conferences, not 
on any specific proposition, but on the 
general question as to whether anything 
snould be done, resulting in an expres- 
sion favorable to action so long as exist- 
ing American industries were not én- 
dangered by the extent of concessions. 

After today’s conference it was stated 
with much definiteness by those fn a po- 
sition to know that there would be an 
agreement later, and the belief was ex- 
pressed that the concession to Cuba 
wuld be about 30 per cent, probably as a 
rebate.

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QUARREL OVER THE ROUTE — 
MAY COST NATION CANAL

Washington, February 21.—(Special.)—It 
there is to be canal legislation at this 
session of congress it must be by the 
friends of a canal acting in line with the 
suggestion which The Constitution has 
advanced—the enactment of legislation 
providing for the construction of a canai 
without reference to the route. This has 
become apparent to most of the men who 
have all the time been pronounced and 
sincere friends of the canal enterprise. 
Not to afl of them, for some very sin- 
cere advocates of such legiglation are 
taking part in the controversy over the 
question of route and are honest in their 
belief that the only way to get a canal 
fs to fight out the route question at this 
time. One of these is Senator Morgan, 
whose heart is in the canal matter “up 
to the hilt,” if that can be said of hearts, 
and whose whole career stands as proof 
that his determination to force through 
a Nicaragua bill is based on the honest 
conviction that it must be Nicaragua or 
nothing. And there are others equally as 
‘Sincere who feel that congress should 
not even consider the possfbility of the 
superiority of the Panama project, so cer- 
tain are they in their own minds that the 
Nicaragua route is the superior one. 

Perhaps the Only Way. 

But it seems to me pretty safe to say 
that with the present lights before them, 
a majority of the men honestly in favor 
of an isthmian canal" believe with The 
Constitution, that the way—perhaps the 
only way—to secure effective legislation 
by this congress is to disregard the route 
question, leaving the decision in that very 
important matter to President Roosevelt 
or a commission of experts. 

The important thing—the vital thing 
in their opénion—is to secure canal legis- 
lation now when the senfiment of the 
country is so manifestly in favor of it. 
There has never been a time since the 
{sthmian canal idea was first launched 
when the public opinion of the entire 
country was so strongly favorable as it 
is now. Perhaps it might continue 80 
even if this congress were to fail in its 
manifest duty of enacting favorable leg- 
éslation, but public opinion is fickle and 
there és no telling what a year may bring 
forth. The men with practical knowl- 
edge of legislation realize that the time 
to strike is when the iron is hot. The 
present is the golden opportunity for 
isthmian canal Jegislation. Golden oppor- 
tunities do not often repeat themselves in 
the experience of legislative projects any 
more than they do in the projects of in- 
dividuals, and it is among the possibili- 
fies that the “Nicaragua or nothing”’’ pol- 
icy may defeat the chief object of the 
men who advocate it—the construction of 
a canal. 

Witkout for a moment questioning the 
sincerity of the men who, talking that way 
and without taking issue with them in 
their conviction that the Nicaragua route 
is the.better one, I do not hesftate to say 
that the possibility of no legislation is 
a practical possibility. Already there is 
heard the prediction that there will be 
no canal bill. This comes from men with 
legislation and it 
comes also from men believed to repre- 
sent’ intérest# that’ would: be glad to see 
the prediction verified. It is not without 
substantial basis. Certainly among the 
things. that may come ig such a tangle 
resulting from a fight over routes as will 
mean the failure of any such measure to 
get through the senate. I do not antici- 
‘pate such a result, for I believe that 
there will be legislation, buf, as I see it 
now, the best chance for such legislation 
is on the Hines of The Constitution's sug- 
gestions. 

Senator Morgan’s Attitude. 

Just now things are pretty much in the 
air, but at the risk of being taken to 
task for the criticism, I venture the as- 
sertion that the attitude of Senator Mor- 


Senator Spooner, of Wisconsin, | gan is not helping his\«fise. So strongly 


and so sincerely has he stood for a Nic- 
aragua canal in the past when there was 
no possibility of the Panama route being 
considered on the same plane that he 
seems to have shut his eyes to the change 
in conditions. The fact ty@&\ some people 
unfriendly to the const rut of any ca- 
nal are found talking forifhe Panama 
project sé¢éms to have brought to his 
mind the conviction that no man can 
honestly favor this latter project. He 
may be right that the Nicaragua route 
is the better and more feasible, but it is 
certainly a question with two sides and 
men just as honest as he believe the canal 
should go through the isthmus of Pana- 
ma. His mistake—I am treating of his 
general attitude as understood by Wash- 
ington .and not. of any specific utterance 
or act of his—is in condemning the Pana- 
ma offer as entirely unworthy of con- 
@ideration, because of his belief that 
transcontinental railroads are giad to see 
canal legislation in a tangle and are 
suppose to have contributed s®mewhat in 
bringing about that result. ~ 

' The bugaboo of a ‘“Panama’’ lobby is 
being assiduously paraded, but candor de- 
mands the statement that ffiere is no evi- 
dence of the presence of any such lobby 
around the halls of congress or anywhere 
else in Washington. The days of lobby 
supremacy have pretty well passed. The 
transcontinental roads may feel that their 
business might be injured somewhat by 
the construction of a water route between 
the Atlantic and Pacific, but the men who 
handle such properties are not foolish 
enough to send lobbyists here to influence 
men in congress. 

As for there being a French fund in 
behalf of the Panama project, that is lit- 
tle less than rot. The position of the 


It de- | French stockholders in the Panama Ca- 


nal Company is a simple one—one easy 
to understand. They saw that with the 
passage of a Nicaragua canal bill every 
franc they had put in their project would 
be lost to them. They could not con- 
sider auch a possibility as two canals be- 
ing put through. They had, through their 
representatives, talked a price which our 
canal cormmission. held was entirely too 
high, so in the hope of saving something 
to themselves from the wreck they saw 
etring them in the face, thye have 
agreed to sell at the figure which the 
American commission suggested as the 
outside value of thefr holdings. They 
have no money to spend for legislation 
for high-priced attorneys or for other 
methods of influencing legislation. 


As to the Lobby. 
‘There ig no more a Panama lobby than 
‘there is a Nicaragua lobby. Some Ameri- 
can' ‘citizens have invested several mil! 
lion dollars in a private effort to put a 
canal] through by the Nicaragua route and 
if that route is @etermined upon by the 
government, they will doubtless be paid 
for such holdings, property and work as 
may be of value. To that extent they 
would be benefited by the adoption of the 
Nicaragua route; and the probability is 
they would get a larger percentage of re- 
turn than the payment of 840,000,000 to the 
French compeny will give the stockhold- 
ers in that ill-fated enterprise. 
Nothing is to be gained by this lobby 
talk—thie talk of private interests being 
benefited. So far aa the success of the 
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judgmert against that of Senator Mor- 
gan, but men just as sincerely in favor 
cf the Nicaragua canal as he believe he 
is making a mistake in indulging in criti- 
cisms of this character. 

Southern senators end representatives 
who have been as strong as he in their 
advocacy of a’ Nicaragua canal are in- 
chned to criticise Senator Morgan for 
failing to take into consideration the 
manifest fact that the conditions are to- 
day manifestly different from what they 
haye been in the past. The offer of the 
French company to sell at a price which 
its officers have heretofore gaid could not 
be considered brings the estimates of 
cost of construction by the two routes on 
a plane of equality. There is now, they 
point out, what there has never before 
been—an opportunity to consider the 
Fanama project. strictly on its merits. 
Scme of these southerners believe the 
Fanama is the better route, some of 
them do not; but they do believe that the 
time has come when it should be given 
serious consideration, and in this they dif- 
fer with Senator Morgan, who would 
Lrush it away as not to be considered. 

One other point of difference between 
the Alabama senator and those whose 
views I am reflecting is in regard to the 
feeling of the people of the south. Mr. 
Hepburn in his speech before the house 
demanded of his @emocratic brethren that 
they take the declaration in the national 
platform for a Nicaragua canal literally— 
that its as meaning the Nicaragua and no 
cther. A good many demccrats here do 
rot believe it should be taken that way 
Senator Morgan points té that platform 
and at the same time says that the senti- 
ment of the southern states has long 
been for the Nicaragua canal. 


Concerning Southern Sentiment. 
Other southerners—a good many of 
them—hold that the platform declaration, 
however specific ir terms, does not neces- 
sarily nold gocd under an entirely 
changed set of conditions; that there was 


fpecifically in favor of “the Nicaragua 
canal’ because at that time the Panama 
was really not in shape to be considered, 
and a legs specific declaration might have 
tcen construed into lukewarmness on the 
canal subject. That was all there was to 
it. 

With regard to the sentiment of the 
soutn, they say—and it is certainly true < 
that the expression “Nicaragua canal’”’ 
has been usea largely because there was 
no Other so easy. A very large proportion 
ot the people who have applauded the 
sentiment for the construction of the 
‘“‘Nicaragua canal’ have absolutely no 
prefererce as between the two routes; 
indeed, it is no reflection upon them to 
Say that very many dc not know any- 
thing about the relative geographical] po- 
sition of the two routes and care less. 
What they want is a canal across the 
isthmus—a canal to be built by this gov- 
ernment, to be controlled by the United 
States, to be put through the route which 
is most feasible; and in determining the 
question of feasibility, first cost, the cost 
or maintenance, and the time it will 
take to secure final results must all be 
considered, 

A number of southern senators reflect 
this feeling, for they belMeve in doing so 
they reflect not only the best interests, 
but the wishes of their constituents. They 
do not care at this time to criticise Sena- 
tor Morgan for his attitude, but when the 
canal bill gets before the senate they 
will set forth their views in line with the 
position The Constituticn has taken. 


The President’s Position. 

It is argued that President Roosevel: 
does not desire the responsibility of de- 
términing the route. That is true. But 
it is equally true that he wili not shirk 
the responsibility if congress places it in 


his hands. 

The president is sincerely in favor of 
legislation by this congress.. He inclines to 
the belief that the engineering proliems 
are simpler on the Panama route; that 
a canal could be put through there in 
cecnsiderably less time than by the’ Nica- 
ragua route, and that the cost of"Inain 
tenance would be less; but he does not 
know that the soluticn of diplomatic diffi- 
culties is as simple. While his present 
inclination is favorable to Parama he ‘s 
first and foremost for a canal, and if it 
is found that the terms and conditions 
surroanding Panama are not in every 
respect as favorable as these about the 
Nicaragua route, he will favor the latter. 
No man for a minute doubts that if the 
decisions were left to him, he would de- 
cide as he honestly believes best for the 
interests of the United States, or that 
he would be swayed by any other con- 
sideraticn whatsoever. 


Mr. Haupt’s Change. 

Mr. Haupt, the engineering member of 
the commission who was the last man to 
fali into line to make the jJast report 
unanimous, was in my office a day or two 
ago and in a general talk over the report 
made his purpose in casting that vote 
clear. He still believes that-the - Nica- 
ragua project has eertain physical ad- 
vantages over that across the isthmus of 
Panama, but he is so strongly in favor of 
some canal that he consented to make the 
Panama report unanimous rather than 
that there should be a divided report. He 
felt thet a division in the commission 
would bring about a similar division in 
congress and that there would be extreme 
danger of no legislation at all. He has 
been very much criticised by some of the 
Nicaragua advocates for voting as he did 
in the light of his known views of the 
stperiority of the Nicaragua route, but 
he felt that the Panama canal is very 
mueh better thas no canal at all, and for 
that reason voted as he did.

Washington, February 21.—(Special.j— 
President Roosevelt expresses the hope 
that his decision upon the Schley appeal 
will be the last word in what he consid- 
ers an unfortunate controversy. He is 
perfectly sincere in his expression of 
hope, and, of course, so far as official ex- 
pression is concerned, there seems Kttle 
possibility of anything more being heard 
about it. Even if any of the various res- 
olutions bearing upon the case should be 
pressed by the men who stand sponsor 
for them, the republican majority in the 
senate and house will not permit their 
considerattion. 

But -the controversy seems 
even here where official influences are 80 
strong, to keep bobbing up. It will not 
down even in the face of the president's 
repeated demand that it should.

The Washington View. 

Washington is not always 
point = which to gauge public opin- 
lon, but is the opinion of a great many 
people hefre that the president’s decision 
will by » means put an end to the con- 
trovers which has grown out of the 
‘naval battle off Santiago. Everybody con- 
‘cedes that the president’s paper is én

As a matter 
“of fact, neither Admiral Schley nor his 
most enthusiastic friends ever contended 
that it was any masterful direction on his 
jpart during the battle which brought 
‘ebout the destruction of the Spanish fleet. 

What they have contended for is simply 
that Schley was, during the progress of 

that battle, in actual command, owing to 
the departure from the scene of Admiral 
®ampson, and that being in actual com- 
Mand he was entitled to such credit for 
the victory as would naturally go to the 
commanding officer—credit én proportion

Washingtton,, February 21.—For more 
than six hours today the senate had the 
Philippine tariff bill under discussion.

MEETING. 


South Carolina Legislature Finishes 


Its Forty Days. 

Columbia, S. C., February 21.—(Special.) 
Before daylight tomorrow morning the 
legislature will have adjourned. The 
body has remained in sessfon the full 
forty days it is permitted by the consti- 
tution to draw pay. Up ta seven years 
ago the legislature met the last Tuesday 
in November and although fts sessions 
were not limited, always adjourned in 
time for the members to get home Christ- 
mas. But latterly it has taken the full 
forty days to wind up the business. So 
the state has saved nothing from the re- 
duction of salaries from $5 to $4 per day. 

This has been a very quiet session—no 
bitter fights, no long debates and noth- 
ing done of great interest. The child la- 
bor bill was fought over last year, the 
opponents of limiting the labor of chil- 
dren carrying the day. This session the 
contest was not spirited, and the result 
was the same. A compulsory educational 
bill, which was designed to keep children 
out of the mills at hast a part of the 
year and in which there was as much 
interest as any mesure before the legis- 
lature, was defeated. : 

Nor did anything come of the fight 
against trusts. The Virginia-Carolina com- 
pany, which it was proposed to exclude 
from doing business in the state, devel-

oped strength in both houses and won 
at every point. A general trust regulat- 
ing bill also faifled. 


The pendulum is swinging back from 
the economic salary reaucing extreme’ 
reached in 1892. The salaries of circuit 
solicitors, which were never munificent, 
were returned to ‘the old figure, $1,500. 
The legislature, however, declined to 
raise the salarise of the supreme court 
justices. They used to be $4,000, but were 
reduced to $2,850, while the circuit judges 
were reduced from $3,500 to $38,000. So the 
judges of the inferior courts continue to 
receive $150 more a yeaf than the supreme 
court justices. 

Sénafor Appelt, an old swpporter of the 
dispensary, succeeded in getting the first 
legisiation against that insfitution. His 
béll chartering the town of Summerton, 
in Clarendon county, confained the pro- 
viso that no dispensary showml4% eter be 
established within its corporate limits.

$4,000. The asylum authorities, having 
property ‘valued at $26,000 In their keep- 
ing, have asked to be exempted from this 


provision. They point out that if the 
property was destroyed there would be 
no money to pay the losses, and pend- 


ing the meeting of the legislature and 
making an appropriation, the unfortunate 
inmates would be very distressingly situ- 
ated. So far no action has been taken. 
ff is probable that if there should be a 
serious loss on any public building this 
law would be repealed.

REGISTRATION IS TOO SMALL. 


Ware County Will Probably Not Rat- 
ify the School Law. 
Waycross, Ga., February 21.—(Special.) 
The election for the ratification of the 
school tax law for Ware county as pass- 
ed by the last general assembly - occurs 
tomorrow. This election will be held at 
all the precincts in the county for the 
purpose of ratifying the law authorizing 
the levy of a special tax for the purpose 
of improving the conditions of the school 

in the county. 

There seems to be very Tittle doubt but 
that the bill will be defeated. A great 
many people do not understand the great 
benefits to be derived from the adoption 
of such a law and some are so indifferent 
in the matter that they will not turn out 
to the election. 

One of the greatest difficulties, how- 
ever, seems to be in the registration for 
the election. The law says that the reg- 
istration WMst used at the last general 
election shall be used, an@ in addition 
to that registration, the voters register- 
ed for the special election of the clerk 
of the superior court last year and all 
who have registered for the general elec- 
tion for 1902 up to the time the books 
closed for the school election were in- 
cluded itn the list of voters qualified for 
the school election. 

After the list had been purged by the 
registrars and all who were not entitled 
to vote stricken from the list, there was 
still something like 1,200 registered voters 
In the county outside of Waycross. It 
will be necessary, therefore, for over 800 
votes to be polled in favor of the meas- 
ure to adopt it. 

County School Commissioner T. R. Ben- 
nett stated this afternoon that he had 
ecarcely any h®@pe of the adoption of the 
measure at this time on account of the 
large registration, but that he was hope- 
ful of the law being ratified in 1908, when 
another election will certainly be held. 


TO HAVE A TRANSFER SYSTEM. 


Columbus. 

Columbus, Ga., February 21.—(Speciail.) 
A complete transfer system will be in 
operation on the Columbus street railway 
within a few weeks from now. An ordl- 
hance is now pending in council prevent- 
ing the sale or giving away of trans- 
fers, and as soon as this is adopted, 
which will probably be early in March, 
the Columbus Rallroad Company will 
put on transfers.

Now another system is 
to be installed, and while transfers will 
be granted to every line, the officials of 
the company claim that the system Is 
such that it canot be abused,

produce the richest finds of oll. 

The first derrick ever erected in Geor- 
gia for the purpose of boring for oll has 
been put up In Floyd county and work 
haa commenced. What the result will 
be time will only show, but mining ex- 
perts in charge of the work are confident 
of success. The derrick is 75 feet high 
and stands on lund lot 91 In the twenty- 
third district, third section of Floyd 
county, in what is known as the Flat- 
woods district, Thousands of dollars 
worth of machinery have been installed 
and work will be begun with the idea 
of sinking a 10-inch shaft, which will be 
gradually lowered to a diameter of 8, 6 
and perhaps 4 inches. The shaft will be 
sunk to a depth of 1,000 feet and a strong 
hemp cable 2% inches in diameter and 
2,000 feet long is attached to the heavy 
instrument used in boring. The total 
expense Of sinking a shaft is estimated 
at $6 per foot. ' 

The experts say conditions are favorable 
to the discovery of a gusher and arrange- 
ments have been made to control the es- 
cape of oll. A cast-iron valve about 18 
inches deep and 10 Inches in diameter 
will be used for this purpose. The coun- 
try around the point where the derrick 
ia erected ts undulating and the first 
well is being sunk just below the ridge of 
a small hill on what is said to be the 
lowest practical point in the surrounding 
country. If the attempt Is successful and 
oll is found, the fluid, in accordance with 
natural laws, will rise to the level of the 
highest mountains where the liquid Is 
supposed to have been secreted for ages 
in a mammoth cavernous basin, 

Party Inspects Supposed Fields. 

This afternoon a party of Rome péeo- 
ple went out to investigate the property 
of the Rome Petroleum and Iron Com- 
pany, under the chaperonage of B. F. A. 
Saylor, president and general manager of 
the company, and D. H. Cralg, secre- 
tary and the representative of the Chi- 
cago capitalists interested In the develop- 
ment of the Flatwoods property. This 
company has a lease for twenty years on 
2,100 acres of land in Floyd county. The 
party consisted of Mayor Thomp*on 
Hiles, John H. Reynolds, nade of 
the First national bank of Rome; Cap- 
tain Clark, of Chicago, and Messrs. J. 
W. Rounsaville, Walter Coker, Luke Mc- 
Donald, William Galloway, ». Wd Dean, 
O. H. MeWilllams, T. R. Garlington, C., 
S. Sparks, J. B. Nevin, of Rome, and a 
newspaper man. 

The party were taken all over the oil 
lands and shown the evidences that led 
the prospectors to belleve oi] abounded 
in the neighborhood, Along a small 
branch on the property crude oll can be 
seen oozing out of the ground and re- 
flecting every color of the rainbow. Many 
in the party claimed to have seen this 
unusual phenomenon on various places in 
the surrounding country for years, but to 
have been absolutely ignorant of its sig- 
nificance. 

From the bottom of a 20-foot wejl gray 
shales were drawn up which, when broken 
up and dropped in the water. exuded an 
oily substance that rose to the surface 
and could be ignited. This is taken as 
an evidence that at one time oll abound- 
ed in that locality. Whether it still ex- 
ists In paying quantity Is what the Chi- 
cago capitalists have set themselves to 
find out. The oil is supposed to have per- 
colated through this filnty substance and 
be collected in a subterranean cavern. 
From the bed of the river rocks have 
been brought up which smell strongly 
of of! wn rubbed together. Mining ex- 
perts have examined the property care- 
fully, have reported that the geologi- 
cal formation of the country is perfect 
and that«there is every possible indica- 
tion of the presence of oll. 

The party which returned to the cits 
this afternoon, and which included many 
of the most prominent business mer of 
Rome, are jubilant over the prospect 
and hopeful for the happy termination 
of the enterprise which is fraught with 
such consequences to the state at large.

Circuit Court Affirms Decision of the 
Lower Court. 


OPINION OF JUDGE PARLANGE 


Indorses Position of the Intervenors 
and of Judge Speer’s Decision, 
Which Is Quoted. 


Savannah, Ga., February 21.—(Special.) 
The circuit court of appeals hag affirmed 
the decision of Judge Speer upon the 
intervention of the Charleston and West- 
ern Carolina Railway Compary:and Rob- 
ert S. Adams in the custody equity cases, 
popularly referred to as the ‘Central rail- 
road litigation. The amount involved in 
this branch of the case is $61,475.88. and 
the effect of the decision will be to re- 
quire the payment of this sum of money 
by the Central of Georgia Ratilway Com- 
pany to the present holders of the sec- 
ond mortgage bonds of the Port Royal 
end Augusta Railway Company. 

The opinion of the court was delivered 
by Judge Parlange and is a sweeping 
indorsement of the positfon of the in- 
tervenors and of Judge Speer’s decision 
in the lower court. 

The court refuses to sarktion the in- 
timation that there was fraud connect- 
ed with the Thomas and Ryan reorgani- 
zation of the Central, quoting with ap- 
rroval on this subject the docision of 
Judge Speer.

Was One of the Central City’s Most 
Influential Citizens. 


BRAVE CONFEDERATE SOLDIER 


On Staff of General W. H. T. Walker 
and Was Near the General When 
He Was Killed in the Bat- 
tle of Atlanta—The 
Funeral Today. 


Macon, Ga., February %.—(Special.)— 
Major William Henry Ross, one of the 
oldest and most influential citizens of 
Macon, died at his home, on Orange 
street, this morning after an Illness cox- 
tending over a period of several months, 
and in his death Macon loses one of the 
men who have materially aided in build- 
ing up the city, and one of the staunchest 
friends the city ever had. 

Major Ross was 65 years of age at the 
time of his death, and, with the excep- 
tion of the four vears he gave to the 
confederate cause, his life has been spent 
in this city, where he had bulit up a 
character as fine as that of any other 
man who has ever lived here, and a small 
fortune. In business he made a remark- 
able success, the secret of which is said 
to be the fact that he was absolutely fair 
and just in every transaction. He always 
showed the most sincere sympathy for 
the poor“tind afflicted, and never would 
he allow this class to be oppressed in 
order that his wealth might be enhanced 
He was a most charitable gentleman, and 
devoted a goodly portion of his income 
to charitable purposes, 

In the prime of his young manhood 
Major Ross enlisted in the confederate 
army and was sent, ag first leutenant of 
the Floyd Rifles, to the battle flelds of 
Virginia, where he served with that com- 
pany for nearly a year, resigning his 
HWeutenancy and returning to Macon to 
organize a company of sharpshooters. 
This company was soon organized and 
equipped and assigned to duty with Gen- 
eral Johnston In the west. Major Ross 
went along with the sharpshooters,. ren- 
dering valiant service with Johnston's 
forces in the western country for several 
months. When this company was dis- 
banded Major Ross received an appoint- 
ment ag a member of the military staff 
of General H. T. Walker and was with 
that officer when he was killed at At- 
lanta, 

After the war Mafor Roas retained his 
love for military affairs and devoted much 
of his time to the Floyd Rifles, a company 
of this city. He was elected captain of 
the company soon after the war and re- 
tained the command for several years. 

For the past twenty-five or thirty years 
the time of Major Ross has been con- 
sumed by business matters. He began his 
brilliant business career as a member 
of the firm of John B. Ross & Son, of 
which his father, the tate John B. Rossa, 
wag the head. This firm did ai !arge 
wholesale dry goods and grocery buatness 
for a number of years. Retiring from 
this firm, Major Ross was a prominent 
cotton factor of this city for several 
years, leaving this business to accept the 
presidency of the Centra) City Loan aad 
Trust Company, one of the largest corpo- 
rations in Macon. He was president of 
this company at the time of his death. 

Major Rossa is survived by his wife, 
who is one of the most lovable women in 
Macon. They had no children. He was 
a brother in law of Robert H. Plant, 
Judge John Hardeman and V. W. Reese, 
and an uncle of Mrs. McEwen Johnston 
and Ross White, of Macon. 

Major Ross will be buried tomorrow af- 
ternoon at 3 o'clock. The interment will 
be In Riverside cemetery, the services be- 
Ing conducted by Rev. F. F. Reese al 
the late residenae of the deceased. The 
following gentlemen will act as pallbear- 
ers: J. F. Hanson, 8.

New York Coming Qur Way. 

Things are shaping up in New York 
state for one of those old-time polit- 
ical battles that stirred the nation. 
The democrats are getting together 
with a harmony that they have not 
shown since 1892 and the geater lead- 
ers of the party in the metropolis and 
“up state” begin to feel the confidence 
of a coming victory. Tammany is be- 
ing straightened out like a Sunday 
school procession by the firm and far- 
seeing tact of Lewis Nixon.

Should a united democracy carry 
New York in the fall there will be 
some tall politics to play ahead of the 
summer of 19C4, when the national 
conventions will pe held. The state 
wil. again loom up as the most prom- 
inent factor in the problems of both 
parties. If it shall appear reasonably 
certain that the democrats can hold 
the state in line in 1904, that fact will 
dispose of the Roosevelt renomina- 
tion proposition. If the state should 
be doubtful and Roosevelt certain of 
renomination, ihe New Yorkers will 
want one of their strong men nomi- 
nated to give him a battle royal in his 
own bailiwick. 

Whether, though, either of the great 
parties take their candidates from 
New York, it is already certain that 
the state cannot henceforth be count- 
ed certainly in the republican col- 
umn. She will shift into the doubt- 
ful list and it will be “pull Dick, pull 
devil” between the parties from 
Montauk Point to Jamestown.

As matters now stand, it seems that 
the government will either have.to 
make immediate provisions for in- 
creasing the supply of officers or else 
abandon the construction of vessels.

Under the ex- 
isting order of things, it requires four 
years to equip an officer and get him 
ready for work, and even if measures 
were adopted at present increasing the 
capacity of the naval academy at An- 
napolis, it would take until 1907 to grad- 
uate enough officers to meet the de- 
mands which are now made upon the 
service by the building of new ves- 
sels. : 

What steps will be taken to meet 
the grave situation which is bound to 
exist in the navy before any perma- 
nent relief can be furnished is one of 
the problems which the naval author- 
ities are now trying to solve, but while 
this difficulty is pending it is of the 
utmost importance to thé welfare of 
the whole country that no time should 
be lost by congress in providing for an 
increase in the capacity of the naval 
academy at Annapolis for turning out 
new officers. In no other way is it 
possible to avoid future embarrass- 
ment. 

This is not the time to discuss the 
wisdom of the policy of naval expan- 
sion. We are already committed to the 
policy, and the naval yards of the 
country are now noisy with the din 
of shipbuilding, and as long as we 
have decided to build more ships, we 
must provide officers to man them.

Yet ft ts called by the old name, 
and, so far as I have been able to find out, 
it has completely replaced the old product. 
Now, Georgia cane sirup is immeasurably su- 


| perior to the old genuine New Orleans sirup. 


The Georgia cane sifup is threatened by the 
game enemy that has driven the New Orleans 
sirup out of the market. It is this: Large 
quantities of corn sirup, sorghum sirup and 
giucose are produced very cheaply. They must 
be sold, but they are largely unfit for use and 
unreliable. I have been informed that the 
trick of mixing theee well-nigh useless prod- 
ucts bas been resorted to in the New Orleans 
sirup, and I have seen large quantities of si 
rup jabeled ‘Georgia Cane Sirup,’’ which, 
when sampled, has proved to be scme worth- 
less compound that does not retain one sin- 
gie feature of excellence belonging to the gen- 
ulne article. 

I have seen hundreds of bottles of that so- 
called Georgia cane éirup in Atlanta. It is a 
fraud and a cheat. It is injuring the reputa- 
tion and the sale of the genuine article. The 
cheating mixture is called by the same name 
as the sepuine. How is the market to be pro- 
tected 7 

A bil) should be passed by the Georgia legis-

Library Trustees -Employ Atlanta 
Architects To Finish Building. 


A SERIES OF COMPLICATIONS 


Trustees Decided Yesterday To Se- 
cure Services of Architects in 
City To Complete Library. 


The Carnegie Library of Atlanta has 
experienced in its short and unfinished 
career a series of compifcations and draw- 
backs that would long ago have daunted 
a2 less substafitial structure in the hands 
of less determined men. 

From. the pleasant task of assisting in 
the construction of a beautiful edifice by 
passing up bills for contractors, the trus- 
tees now find themselves in a tangle that 
threatens more delay and but little satis- 
faction. ' 

With the designers of the handsome. but 
idle building, occupying a suite of hand- 
Some offices in New York city, and the 
supervising architect, or superintendent, 
assisting in the duties and business of a 
prosperous Baltimore firm, the trustees 
yesterday afternoon appealed to local tal- 
ent and named the well-known firm of 
local architects, Bleckley & Tyler, to as- 
sist, them in bringing the library shell 
through the struggles that are attending 
the putting on of the finishing touches. 

It has already been told that in a desire 
to prevent criticism, and later to placate 
the more contentious, the trustees of the 
library rushed into the work with a vim 
and energy seldom equaled. They were 
pscon brought face to face—or rather feet 
te floor, with the fact that Messrs. Miles 
& Bradt had furnished floors that were 
far below first-class. 

Since then thé condemned floors have 
proved valuable assets when excuses 
| were deemed necessery in exrlaining the 
delay in opening the library. And this fact 
has had to be voiced from the center of a 
maze of mystifying, entangling red tape 
that extended from Atlanta to New York, 
from New York to Baltimore, from Balti- 
more to Miles & Bradt, and thence to the 
trustees. All of which has proved delay- 
ing to the building and irritating to the 
beard of trustees. 

Miles & Bradt demanded specific, Jegal, 
techuical notice from some supervising 
architect who must first be on the &pot. 
Whereupon the board played tag with its 
Baltimore supervising architect, Jured him 
to Atlanta and arrived at the same re- 
sult—no satisfaction. 

The members of the board were then 
but a short while reaching the conclusion 
that they had been presented with an ex- 
tra difficult sample of the notorious 
Gordian knot. 

The announcement is:‘now made that 
this has been cut by the selection of 
Bleckley & Tyler to supervise the re- 
mainder of the work. 

In the meantime it will be at least a 
week before any part of the library is 
thrown open to the public.

Washington Cut Off from Telegraphic 
Communication for Six Hours. 


SLEET STORM RESPONSIBLE 


Messages from New York to National 
Capital Last Night Went to 
Chicago, Then Here, and 
Finally Through 
Richmond. 


President Roosevelt, by force of weather 
conditions yesterday, was only able to 
hear from his wife and young Teddy 
through Atlanta. Mrs. Roosevelt and her 
son decided to leave Groton, Mass., for 
home at 4:45 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
and the telegram she: sent to her husband 
apprising him of her plans went to Bos- 
ton, then to Chicago, then to Aiianta, and 
from here it was forwarded to tne na- 
tional capital over the special wire of the 
Associated Press. 

All this was made necessary on account 
of the fact that for six: hours Washington 
was without telegraphic communication 
with the outside world. When communi- 
cation was at tast established at 6:30 yes- 
terday afternoon, Atlanta was the only 
point of connection. 

The trouble was caused by a sevare 
sleet storm over Washington. Every wire 
into that city failed at 12:30 o'clock, and 
no communication with the capital was 
established until nearly 7 o’clock last 
night, when a wire was forced through 
by way of Augusta, Columbia, 8S. C., 
Danville, Va., and Richmond. 

All telegrams from Washington after 
that time were sent first to Atlanta, then 
through the west to Chicago and to New 
York, a distance of’ about .3,000 miles. 
Likewise, all dispatches from New Yor‘ 
intended for Washington had to be sent 
west and then south through Atlanta. 

While the storm was at its height many 
telegrams and Associated Press  dis- 
patches from Washington were sent on 
Special trains to Philadelphia and put 
upon the wire at that point for New 
York. The trip by rail from Washington 
to Philadelphia consumes about three 
hours, and on account of the storm this 
trip, of course, consumed a_e greater 
amount of time. — ; 

This plan worked very well until 9 
o’cieck last night, when Philadelphia be- 
gan to feel the effects of the storm and 
One by one the wires began to fail, until 
at 10 o’clock no wires between Philadel- 
phia and New, York would carry mes- 
Sages. The papers in Washington went 
to press this morning with only the 
cream of the telegraph service. 

The cable wire from Havana, Cuba, to 
New York and’ Washington, which is re- 
garded as the most important circuit in 
the country since the Spanish-Ameri.an 
war, was rigged up to work by way of 
Jacksonville, Atlanta. Nashville. St. 
Louis, Chicago and: New York. 

The disturbance will probably continue 
for about twenty-four hours. 

Fine Weather Predicted. 

Fair weather is predicted for Atlanta 
today, in common with the whole of the 
southeast. This prediction was sent out 
from Washington. 

It was impossible for the local office 
to make any prediction, owing to the fact 
that the wires were down in so many 
directions that only a few reports were 
received from other stations. 

Yesterday proved a repetition of the 
day before. Although little raiy fell a 
dense fog enveloped the city all day

The scope of 
the idea of an exposition of Atlanta- 
made goods has so widened that the time 
for beginning the exhibit will probably 
have to be changed from April until 
July. . 

It developed at yesterday’s meeting that 
a large number of manufacturers have 
signified their preference ‘to maintain a 
permanent exhibit. similar to the bourse, 
in Philadelphia. ~The committee will en- 
deavor to get a full list of the manu- 
facturers who will goinonthis basis, so 
that aS many as desire to can cooperate. 
A very low rate per square foot by the 
year will be named. 

President Orr Talks. 

In speaking of the results attained so 
far by the promoters of the exhibit, J. K. 
Orr, president of the association, said 
yesterday: 

“The outlook for the manufacturers’ ex- 
hibit is exceedlingly bright. The various 
committees are making progress and it 
now looks as if Atlanta would make a 
showing that would not only astonish ‘the 
natives,’ but also the thousands of vis- 
itors who would come from the sur- 
rounding country. 

“Changing the time of the exhibit to 
midsummer is, in my opinion, a wise 
movement. Hundreds of thw merchants of 
the south come to Atlanta during July. 
Hundreds of others who go through on 
their way north would, doubtless, be in- 
duced to stop over, and there is now 
~very promise that this movement will 
be the initial step of a great boom for 
the industries of the-south. Other cities 
seeing what Atlanta has accomplished as 
has never been seen before will, without 
doubt, profit by the experience and that 
long-looked-for day when that which is 
consumed in the south will be made in 
the south will be brought to a glorious 
reality.”’

HER LOWLIER STATION IN LIFE 


A Cincinnati Coroner Goes Out of the 
Beaten Track in Considering a 
Young Girl’s Suicide. 


Cincinnati Commercial Tribune: One 
of the most remarkable verdicts ever ren- 
dered by a coroner—in this community, 
at least—is the one rendered by Coroner 
Schwab in the case of Florence Yates. 
In his verdict the coroner reviews in ex- 
tenso the causes that led up to the suicide 
of the beautiful and popular girl. AJ- 
most everyone is familiar with this sad- 
dest of sad cases. Florence Yates was 
noted among the many beautiful womgm 
of Cincinnati ag being one of the most 
strikingly beautiful. Her charming per- 
sonality, her graciousness of manner, 
and her sweetness of disposition Were in 
keeping with her beauty. Among many 
suitors for her hand was William Brown. 
They became engaged. But Brown did 
not admit his attachment for the girl 
and his engagement to her because of 
the “social distinction,”” she being of 
humble parentage and he of that social 
set which seems to set more store by 
caste than it does by brains. The wed- 
ding was postponed time and again by 
Brown. He refused to introduce the girl 
to his mother. The sensitive girl brooded. 
over his actions, and finally in despera- 
tion took her life. The coroner sums the 
case up as follows: 

From the poisonous effects of carbolic 
acid, self-administered, with suicidal in- 
tent. 

The cause of this act of self-destruc 
tion, it is supposed, was the outcome of 
a disappointment which deceased suf- 
fered because of delay in the fulfillment | 
of a marriage engagement. She had been 
wooed and won by a young man named 
William E. Brown, after a courtship of 
three years, and for several years after 
the betrothal the young couple were 
greatly devoted to each other. 


Their religious as well as their social 
life was different. The young lady was 
willing to surrender the faith of her 
parents, but the young man, though } 
much attached to his promised bride, 
never presented her to his family or to 
his lady friends. 

For three months prior to her death, 
deceased was noticed to be .much de- 
pressed; her accustomed cheerfulness giv- 
ing way to moments of despondency, and 
the reason given for this change was 
that friends and acquaintances were com- 
menting on the delay of her marriage. It 
seems that during these months she was 
happy only when by the side of him to 
whom she had given her heart and prom- 
ised her, hand. 

When ‘the time for her marriage day 
could not be definitely fixed she became 
sad and melancholy, and alluded occasion- 
ally to her intention to destroy herseif. 
Her threats to take her own wie were re- 
garded by the young man as girlish jests,

Yet tue subsequent 
history shows that she was filled with 
misery. Her music was doubtless the 
prayer of a saddened soul to one who was 
her whole existence. However eloquent 
may have been the melody, it is evident 
that disappointment was torturing her 
mind and sinking her heart, and hope,. al- 
ways faithful to give consolation, was 
yielding to despair, for, when they part- 
ed, she was more deeply dejected than 
ever. 

On the following Tuesday morning, just 
at dawn of day, while still on her couch, 
she took the fatal fluid, and, calling her 
aged mother to her ssae, confessed what 
she had done, thee lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness, from which she was never 
aroused, and died within an hour. 

That she still loved the man whose pres- 
ence was her only sunshine is best evi- 
denced by the unnatural act which de- 
stroyed her life. 

Hosts of friends followed her remains 
to their resting place, amd it is said that 
her grave was a perfect ‘wilderness of 
flowers;’’ and yet it is not unlikely that 
the blossoms most denied here were the 
very ones she would have most desired. 

Disappointments of every variety, such 
as in business, love or family relations, 
causing worry, anxieties, care, doubt, 
sleeplessness and impaired nutrition, are 
factors in the production of mental dis- 
turbances that often lead to suicide. 

It is difficult and well-nigh impossible to 
estimate the mental endurance under 
strain of any individual, as much so as to 
fix the resisting power to great physical 
exposure. It has been observed that peo- 
ple in- all conditions of life suffer tortures 
of mind incident to loss by death in fam- 
ily or devoted friends, or under financial 
losses, causing the most hugilliating 
changes in life, and yet remain mentally 
composed, while, on the other hand, de- 
termining causes to sudden mental de- 
rangement and suicide have been found 
in the slightest domestic trouble, need- 
less remorse, grief, pain or other misfor-

tupe. 

Gbecrvers hold that predisposing causes 
to mental disturbances and suicide are 
numerous, but one of the most important 
is heredity. This fact is widely known and 
used in courts of law when the sanity of 
an individual is to be determined. It may 
not be possible to always establish trans- 
mitted tendency, and yet when reason is 
dethroned under slight provoeation it 
serves as tHe only explanation. 

The suicide mag not have shown any 
marked: siffs of mental disturbance in 
life beyond being considered peculiar, and 
again it is not infrequent that only after 
the comreission of the act Certain strange 
conditions in the person are recailed that 
were given no importance in life. 

It is in just such conditions of mind 
that seiggestion does its deadly work, for 
it is heid that suggestions do not take 
effect except where nervous conditions 
prepare the way. It hasbeen said that 
science has.not found a remedy for sul- 
cide, but if suggestion plays the part it 
unquestionably does jn the production of 
se'f-destruction, less of it from our daily 
press would do nq harm and perhaps a 
great deal of good. Mental responsibil- 
ity is naturally considered in every case 
of stiicide, and it ts not difficult in the 
majority of instances to find symptoms of 
mental disturbance. 

It is claimed by some writers “‘that the 
act is always due to some disorder of 
the mind.” In the case under considera- 
tion it will be seen that for a period of 
three months the young lady was greatly 
depressed in spirits, and was becoming 
more and more melancholy, a condition 
which was interlaced with an affair of 
love, which of itself is a condition in- 
volving the most delicate emotions of the 
soul, coficerning which the ablest intel- 
lects throughout all ages have striven in 
vain to describe, either in picture or in 
poem. 

Perhaps a person of stronger will power 
would have adjusted an affair of this kind 
in a different manner, and in all likeli- 
hood would have made use of the advice

If the death was proper at the time, then 
the loss involves no injustice to the com- 
munity, but if the death was unneces- 
Sary, then the community has suffered 
premature loss, hence more injustice. For 
the purpose of establishing preventive 
measures, if possible, for communal pro- 
tection, this office has sought by every 
effort within its power to tix responsi- 
bility. This is held to be its duty, more 
in such cases where nothing of a criminal 
nature is involved, and. for that reason, 
not subject to review by the courts, thus 
making this office the sole public insti- 
tution with the duty of studying and 
bringing to public notice many important 
non-crimina!] phases of responsibility. 

The responsibility is often, as in this 
case, distributed, and all that can be done 
is to show the nature of this distribution. 
In the present instance the following 
features are to be found, dividing the re- 
sponsibility: 

l. Predispesition to nervous disease, 
probably inherited, of which there is only 
indirect history. 

2. The long courtship, 

3. The different social standing of 
two young people. 

4. The doubt, which is widespread in the 
community in all cases, of the sincerity” 
of attentions by young men of high social 
position to young women of more humble 
standing. 

5. The comments of friends of the de- 
ceased upon the delayed marriage. 

6. The tendency of the people of the 
humble walks of life to lay greater stress 
upon such a delay than would be done 
by people of higher social position. ; 

7. The failure of the young man to in- 
troduce the deceased to his parents and 
his lady friends.

GUERRY TALKS 
OF HIS POSITION

ference. , Every brewer, every distiller, 
every wholesale liquor dealer, and every 
bartender in Georgia is for Terrel!. The 
whisky drummers are Out among the peo- 
ple of Georgta drumming for whisky and 
Terrell.

On Lobbyism. 

Mr. Guerry declared that one great dif- 
ference between his platform and that 
of Mr. Terrell was on the subject of lob- 
byfsm. ‘There is not one word in ris 
platform about it,’ he declared. He as- 
serted lobbyism is a burning issue ia 
Georgia, and said he would prove It. 

Mr. Guerry quoted trom an editorial 
Which appeurea in The Atlanta Dally 
News betore its publication was stopped. 
‘hat editorial declared that the burden 
ol government fell heavily on tae farmer, 
the merchant, the mechanic, because the 
Quusi-pubiic corporations are the most 
persistent and successful tax dodgers, 
becruse they maintained lobpieg and pre- 
Vented the passage of laws which would 
make them pay their just share of the 
taxes. it charged that these corporations 
controlled One branch. of the state legisla- 
ture 1o the extenc of throttling anything 
in the shape of adverse legislation. 

‘That euitorial,”’ Mr. Guerry said, “sald 
I had raised some burning issues which 
required a good deal of pvackbone, and 
questioned whether | had it. My friends, 
1 have lost some flesh since this cam- 
paign begun, which |! was little able to 
Spare, but, fellow-citizens, my backbone 
is still intact.’’ 

Mr. Guerry referred to a published in 
terview with an unknown member of the 
legislature, who declared that lobbying 
existed and that he intended to come 
back to the house in order to try to sup- 
press it. He should have thought of it 
While it wag going on, Mr. Guerry said. 

"*] make the charge,’’ said Mr. Guerry, 
“that lobbying in connection with the 
legislature is chronic, persistent and 
Shameless, and | propose to prove it by 
the written testimony of one of the mem- 
bers himself.’’ 

Mr. Guerry invited any member of the 
legislature present to correct him if he 
said anything that was not correct. He 
then proceeaed to quote from a letter 
written by Hon. J. P. Knight, of Berrien 
county, and published in a Georgia paper, 
in which it was stated that every ante 
room and the offices of capitol officia's 
were filled with liquor the jay the depot 
bill came up for consideration, and that 
members of -the legislature were taken 
out and many of them given whisky 
enough to make them drunk. Mr. Knight 
spoke of a resolution he introduced, when 
he could stand it no longer, to exclude 
from the floor of the house all who were 
not entitled to remain there. Speaker 
Little, he said, declined to put the reso- 
Jution and refused to récognize him fur- 
ther. He said the same state of affairs 
prevailed the day the Howell resolution 
was taken up. He again introduced a 
resolution to exclude outsiders. It was 
tablea by a vote of 37 to 54.

Sea- 
born Wright had arisen in that house to 
denounce the lobbyism going on, and no 
man rose to deny it. He told of a case 
of a north Georgia member who changed 
his vote on an important Measure from 
‘no’ to “aye’’ after being ‘‘tanked up.’’ 

‘There is no word against bossism and 

ringism in the platform of my good 
friend, and why? Because he’s the can- 
didate of bossism and ringism in Geor- 
gia.’’ 
He said Mr. Terrell had said nothing 
of the purification of politics and noth- 
ing against the sale of the state road, 
semething on capital and labor, but noth- 
ing on the great question of child labor. 

“On the subject of the supfection of the 
Southern railway to the state courts, 
he’s utterly silent,"” Mr. Guerry said, 
‘Why should they not be subject?’ Take 
your depot bill..ovér which there was 
such a great struggle in the general as- 
sembly; over which the people of Atlanta 
were anxious for so long a time. It was 
finally approved, and what do we have 
now? We have the great Southern rail- 
way company—you talk about Mr. Spen- 
cer and Major Hanson—fthere ain't but 
one of them. Southern means the South- 
ern and Central. The Central is but a 
‘me, too,’ on that subject. After all the 
travail. when the time of? fruition had 
come, what happens? This company trt- 
fles not only with the people of Atlanta, 
but with the people of_the great state 
of Georgia.”’ 

Mr. Guerry then stated his position on 
the depot bill. He comsidered that the 
railroad conymission should have ordered 
the roads to build separate depots. A 
union flepot is a necessity and they would 
have had to build such. It would have 
been butlt on the state's property and 
a union depot on the state's property 
would have been secured without cost to 
the state. He said he did not know what 
was on foot now, but if the railroad com- 
mission would compel the roads to build 
depots they would probably come into 
the proposal made by the state. and make 
it appear that it was for fhe love of the 
great state of Georgia that fhey did so. 

Free Passes. 

“My friend omits from his platform the 
question of the custom of furnishing free 
passes to officials of Georgia,” Mr. Guer- 
ry said. He said there was no impro- 
priety in furnishing free passes to rail- 
rcad employees or to ministers, but that 
‘no judge, no railroad commissioner, no 
gove nor, no other official whose sworn 
duty it is to pass on the rights of thesc

Or any Other court. I do not mean to 
Say that the judges are influenced by 
these gifts. So far as those judges are 
concerned with whom 1 am most inti- 
mate, it has no effect upon them, but 
there are many who are affected by it. 
But whether they are affected or not, 
that should not change our views on the 
subject. The ermine should be as white 
as suishine, not only without a stain, 
but without a shadow.”’ 

The great trouble in Georgia, Mr. 
Guerry said, is the evasicn of taxes Dy 
the great railroad cerporations. Last 
year, in spite of the fact that tax values 
were inereased by abcut $25,000,000, the 
governor and comptroller general had to 
increase the tax rate from $5.20 to $5.4, 
the governor had to bcrrow £200,000 lor 
casual deficiencies, and even then when 
the .ills of the public school teachers 
came due they were dishonored and there 
was a deficit of $150,000 in ths state treas- 


ury. 
Ths trouble, he said, is that the people 
pay taxes on a three-fourths valuation 
of their property. while the railroads 
pay on a one-fourth valuation. He took 
the Southern railway as an example. its 
whole property is estimated in Poor's 
Manual at 318,908,000, yec the total taxes 
paid in all states, state, county and mu- 
nicipal, was only $841,000, ebout ¢ ne-fourth 
of 1 per cent. This, he said, is less than 
half Georgia's state tax alone, which was 
in that year, 1899, $5.36, while the total 
tax paid by the Southern amounted to 
only $2.63 per $1,000.

“T have no prejudice against any rall- 
road company oer against any corpora- 
tion,’ Mr. Guerry declared. “‘A man who 
has unfriendly designs on any of the in- 
terests of his fellow-citizens, whether in- 
dividual or corporate, would be unfit to 
vote, much less to be governor of the 
great state of Georgia. All I'm asking 
is that these great railroads be made to 
pay taxes like farmers, merehants, law- 
vers and other citizens, and if that makes 
me anti-corporation, their hirelings are 
welcome to make the most of it. 


Prohibition. 


“It {s @rgued that state prohibition is 
a failure,"”” Mr. Guerry said. ‘*Bishop 
Potter tells us it is not only a failure, 
put a fgaud. It is claimed in the news- 
papers «that this country DOW drinks 
more liquor per capita than ever. That 
statement is simply untrue, Prohibition 
he deciared is a great’ blessing to this 
country. He asserted that there is less 
liquor drunk in Maine now than Was Lut 
case when the bar rooms were open. 

“Atlanta, Macon, Augusta and the other 
Hquor centers may be worée than ever, 
he said, “but in*'the towns and villages 
and in the country districts, prohibition 
has brought more blessings to manhood, 
womanhood and = childhood than 
measure of government ever instituted. 
l am a local optionist. I have .always 
favored local option. But we have ac- 
complished all we can by local option. 
We have reached the point where we 
must go onward and upward, or down- 
ward and backward. ~The country places 
have given up the profits of the liquor 
trade, but they are still afflicted with the 
curse. They say they might as well have 
the profits. 

“IT am utterly and absolutely opposed 
to the principle of the dispensary, Mr. 
Guerry declared. ‘“‘The specific question 
has been addressed to me whether I 
would veto a local dispensary bill for 
a particular county. If it was a wet 
county I wouldn't, but if it was a dry 
county I would. 

“If the legislature passed a dispensary 
bill for Fulton county, I'd let the people 
here have their choice, but I'd 
bill become a law without any 
on my part.’’ 

Mr. Guerry gave an imaginary colloquy 
between WaShington, Wilkes county, and 
a man who wanted a drink. Washing- 
ton did not want him to buy a drink 
because he might buy another and an- 
other until he got five and became drunk. 
Sary an ‘ll sell you a half pint with 
But Washington says come to my dispen- 
five drinks in it. ‘“‘What’s the djffer- 
ence?’ asks the man, and if Washington 
gave the true and logical answer, Mr.

State prohibition. Mr. Guerry declared, 
was the only remedy for the liquor evil. 
The argument that the law should not 
be passed because it could not be en- 
forced might equally apnvlvy to murder 
and theft, he said. The Wflingham bill. 
which passed the house in 1899. was kill- 
ed in the senate, he declared, “at the 
hands of a merciless lobby midst the 
tears and prayers of women and chil-

This is the first time these letters have 
been published, and they will make inter- 
esting reading im connection with the his- 
tery of the depot situation. 

President Spencer states his objections 
to emtering into a contract to use a new 
union depot on the state’s property, and 
Governor Candler takes them up seriatim, 
arswering eich. Governor Candler 
reaches the ccnclusion that the proposi- 
tion originally made to the state by the 
railroads, and that now made to the roads 
, by the state, are identically the same, and

What Governor Candler Says. 
In connection with the correspondence 
Governor Candler said: 
“I do not think the newspaper press is 
the proper forum in which to adjust 
business differences or discuss questions 
involving great business interests, and for 
this reason 1 have deciined to permit the 
publication of any of the letters which 
have passed between me and the chief 
executive officers of the railroads in- 
terested in the subject of a new union 
passenger station. But so much interest is 
being manifested-and so many statements 
are being made which may mislead, that 
to prevent any misconception of the po- 
sition of the state’s representatives hav- 
ing the matter in charge and those rail- 
road Officials who are -nesitating, I have 
ccncluded it is but just to all parties 
concerned to permit the publication of 
“the entire eorrespondence between Presi- 
dent Spencer, of the Southern Railway 
Company, and myself. This correspon- 
dence, I think, presents with fairness to 
both sides the ,p®ints of difference and

Answer of the Governor. 


“On the 7th day of February I addressed 
to Mr. Spencer the following reply to his 
letter: ‘ 

* “state of Georgia, Executive Office, At- 
lanta, February 7%, 1902.—Samuel Spencer, 
President Southern Railway Company, 80 
Broadway, New York.—Dear Sir: Yours 
of February 3 replying to mine of Janu- 
ary 6 was received yesterday. In my let- 
ter of January 6, after referring to certain 
previous correspondence beif#veen you and 
the Hon. V. Gress, chairman of the 
joint depot committee, I submitted to you 
the following definite and simple inquiry, 
“Will your read (the Southern Railway 
Company) aceept the proposition of the 
state of Georgia in regard to a,new union 
passenger station as embodied in the 
act recently passed by the lhegislature?’’ 
You do not 7 os this plain question, but 
instead, as _{ understand you, give the 
a reasons for not doing so, 
wit: 

“"l. Because the proposition is not ‘‘ac- 
companied by general plans and speci- 
fications of the station showing the exact 
location, arrangements and Riakectanaun 
the means of ingress and egress, the re- 
Jations of street crossings to the track 
and the structure, the amount of track 
and station bullding facilities proposed, 
together with a statement of the esti- 
mated cost as near as may be, the amount 
of ground rent to be paid, etc.’’ 

“2. Because the rate of interest pro- 
posed (6 per cent) is burdensome for a 
company” which can “provide money for 
a station at not exceeding 4 per cent.”’ 

“8. Because, itn your opinion, ‘the 
state's property is not of sufficient size for 
a station. suitable for Atlanta’s needs.”’ 

“4. Because ‘“‘the state shall look solely 
to the present lessee of the Western and 
Atiantic raflroad for the rental, which 
would practically make all companies ex- 
cept one sub-tenants of tat one.”’ 

** S. Because ‘“‘the lease of the new sta- 
tion shall not extend beyond the term of 
the present lease. of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad and the act furnishes no 
protection beyond the term of the pres- 
ent lease to any tenant other than the 
one that may lease that road.” 

“‘T trust vou will perdon me when T >x- 
press my great surprise at the obiections 
thus raised by you to the proposition of 
the atate as contained *n the act re- 
ferred to. IT am sure you must have for- 
gotten or oVerlooked the proposition made 
by you jointly with the other roads at 
present using the state’s terminal prop- 
erty on October 28. 12899. and renewed hy 
vou on the 20th dav of October. 199% For 
the vurpose of refreshing your memory 
on thie subject I inclose herewith a copy 
of ech, 

“*¥ou will observe by a comparison of 
the proposition now submitted to vou hv 
the commiesion created by the cener:!

In your 
Tr eposition of Octoter 28, 1899, you: pro- 
posed to pay “a rental of 5 per cent 
upon the total cost of the station,” and 
you will recall that the representatives 
of the state of Georgia at that time 
would not agree to submit the proposi- 
tion of the railroads to the legislature 
unless they would cdnsent to pay ‘six 
per cent,’’ and this they all finally agreed 
to do, in writing, ag shown by the letter 
to your fepresentative above referred 
to, and also from the letters of each. of 
the executive officers of all the other 
reads which are now in my office. | ; 

‘* "3. In regard to your objection to ‘“‘the 
state’s property not being sufficient.in 
size, etc.’’ The site upon which. it is 
propesed to erect the. new station has 
not grown any léss; on the ccntr oe 
will be practically greatly enlarged bye 
reason of the new Whitehall street via- 
duct, as that will give an additional en- 
trance to the new station. 1 call your 
special attention to the language con- 
tained in your proposition of October 
28, 1899, and: also in the renewal thereof 
en October 20, 1900, as follows: “If the 
state builds, at its own expense, a new 
union passenger station in the. city 
of Atlanta, etc.,”’ showing that 
no other site was contemplated in 
either proposition. In your opinion 
at that time said property’ must 
have been “sufficient in size for a sta- 
tion suitable for Atlanta’s needs, etc.,”’ 
‘s I cannot believe for a moment you 
would have wished the state to make an 
unwise investment. | 

‘* 4. In regard to your objection to the 
provision in the act which provides that 
“the state shall look solely to the pres- 
ent lecsees of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad for the rental.’’ I beg to re- 
mind you that in both your proposition 
of October 28, 1899, and October 20, 1909, 
vou distinctly provide ‘‘that the new 
station shall be leased to the: present 
lessee of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road, and that the entire rental! for said 
union station shall be paid by the lessees 
of the Western and Atlantic’ rail- 
road to the state of Georgia,’’ and that 
“each railroad company using said union 
station should pay to the lessee of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, as rent 
for the tse of said station and its facill- 
ties, a sum in monthly _ installments, 
etc.’’ Thus you will see that in this 
particular the proposition now made by 
the state is in exact accordance with 
both your propositions heretofore: made.

Térm of the Lease. 

“5. In regard to your objection to the 
provision that ‘‘the lease of tha.new sta- 
tion shal] not extend beyond the term 
of the present lease of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad,’’ let me call your at- 
tention to the following language in both 
of your propositions: “The term of this 
lease shall be for a period to begin with 
the completion of said new passenger sta- 
tion and the delivery thereof unto the les- 
see and to expire on the date of the ex- 
piration of the present lease of the West- 


eran and Atlantic railroad.”’ 


‘6. You say, ‘‘while the Southern Rall- 
way Company now anticipates no trouble 
in dealing with the present lessee 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad in 
respect to equal rights in the use of the 
station, these conditions might change 
even during the present lease. The equal 
rights of all tenants should be protected 
auke by contract with the state.’””’ My 
reply to this objection is that the lan- 
guage of the act under which,jhe propo- 
sition to build is made is almost word 
for word the language employed by you 
in both the propositions you submitted 
to the state. No provision is made in 
either of these propositions to meet the 
objection you.now make. : 

“7. You-suggest tha: the state’s propo- 
sition should contain a “‘statemaeyit df the 
estimated cost, as near as may be, and 
the amount of ground rent to be paid, 
in order that the entire rental may be 
approximately determined.’ By carefully 
reading the act of the general assembly 
‘authorizing the commission to build and 
lease a union passenger station you will 
find that it is provided that the maximum 
cost of the proposed station shall not ex- 
ceed $500,000, and I may add that it has 
been the purpose of the commission to 
to endeavor to erect within that 
amount such a station as will 
maet the demands of the roads 
which are to use it, details to be agreed 
upon between the representatives of the 
roads and the state. As to ground rent, 
the act nowhere provides for the pay- 
ment of any such rent, but expressly 
provides that the rental to be paid is 6 
per cent on the actual cost of the sta- 
tion. 

“© Your suggestion that “‘some date 
should be fixed within which the state 
will agree to complete the improvement” 
is a matter of detail which can be settled 
by conference. The act express]¥ pro- 
vides, however, that it shall be completed 
by July 1, 19%. It may be possible, if de- 
alted by the. roads, to complete it in 
a much shorter time. 

“Thus it may be seen by a mere casual 
reading of the proposition now submitted 
by the state and the ones heretofore sub- 
mitted by you and the other roads, that 
the one is almost a.verbatim copy of the 
others, certainly there is no matertal 
change or alteration in the state’s prop- 
osition as contained in the act herein 
referred t6 and the ones heretofore sub- 
mitted in writing by you and the other 
railroads. 

Up to the Railroads. 

the Southern and tke other 
roads now using the state’s. ter- 
minal in Atlanta will accept the 
preposition of the state as sub- 
mitted to them in the act of the gen- 
eral assembly now before-you, then the 
commission, for which I speak, is at- 
thorized to proceed and will proceed at 
once to enter into a contract with you 
and them on the gerieral terms expressed 
in the act, first having discussed and 
agreed with you_and them so far as pos- 
sible to all the details in which you and 
they will be interested.

Georgia has ever been fair, not to 
say liberal, toward eher railroads, and 
T hazard nothing in saying she will in 
the future be as fair and liberal as in the 
past. But benefits should be reciprocal. 

“The railrcads interested in a union 
station in Atlanta should be as considcr- 
ate of the interests of the state and as 
fair toward the people of the state as 
the people have been toward them. The 
state desires to furnish them such termi- 
nal facilities as their business and their 
interests demand. She, therefore, can 
reasonably expect them to cooperate with 
her in an effort to preserve the value of 
her own railroad, built by taxation upon 
her own people and owned by them, cer- 
tainly, at least, so long as they can do so 
without injury to themselves. It will be 
much more fitting for all of the roads 
centering in Atlanta to continue to be in 
the future as they have been in the past, 
the tenant& of the state rather than for 
the state to become the tenant of one 
of her own creatures.

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AN- IMPORTANT DECISION. 
AFFECTING REGISTRATION 


A TTORNEY GENERAL BOYKIN 
WRIGHT yesterday rendered an itn- 
portant decision affecting the registration 
laws of the state, particularly as it Tre- 
lates to ‘special elections. 

His decision isto the effect that tax 


general election the list of those regis- 
tered during the “off year,” as well as 
those registered during the year in which 
the election Is to be held. For instarce. 
if a special election is to be held in March 
of this year, the list of those registered

The question came up in a letter written 
to Attorney General Wright by Tax Col-

Tax Collector Pope said there was no 
provision with reference to the list of 
1901, and wanted to know what to do 
about it. 

Attorney General Wright, in giving his 
opinion, said there was certainly a defect 
in the law in that respect, and he thought 
it should be amended. Nevertheless, he 
held it was clearly, the intention of the 
legislature to give. those registered in the 
“off year” the right to vote in special 
elections occurring before the general 
election, and on that account he held 
that the list for 1901 should be furpished 
to the registrars along with the list of 
those registered so far this year. 


ATLANTA’S CITY COURT. 
HE Atlanta eity court case will come 
up before the supreme court for argu- 

ment on Monday méxt, February 24. Un 
der the action of the Atlanta Bar Asso- 
ciation, P. H. Brewster, Alex C. King 
and Luther Rosser .will file briefs and pre- 
sent arguments to the court to: sustain 
the position that the court is on a consti- 
tutional basis. 

The question before the supreme court 
is as to whether it has jurisdiction tv en- 
tertain writs of error from the city court 
of Atlanta and from the criminal court 
of Atlanta::: The question arises from the 
fact that the city court of Atlanta, which 
is specifically mentioned in the cons <itn- 
tion of the state as a pattern city court, 
has been materially changed since the 
adoption: of the constitution of 1877. In- 
stead of being a single, court with civ’) 
end criminal jurisdiction, it now has two 


inal jurisdiction has been taken away 
from it altogether and conferred upon the 
criminal court of Atlanta. 

The question is a large and important 
one, involving as it does property rigits 
prdbably to the extent of a million and a 
half dollars and the liberty of a number 
cf those who were tried on criminal 
charges in the criminal urt. If the su- 
preme court has no jur ction, then its 
decisions cannot stand, and in all cases 
where the lower court's judgment was 
reversed the judgment must revert bat\ 
to the original judgment of the lower 
court. 


A “PECULIAR DENIAL.” 
NDER the foregoing headline The 
U Lawrenceville News-Herald has the 
following interesting, political comment: 
In his recent speech at Canton Hon. J. M. 
Terrell used the following language: 
‘‘Never having been a railroad official, nor

New ‘York, February 2|.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow wil] say:

De- 
mand for women’s dress goods is lerge, plain 
fabrics being heavily sold ahead. Heavy coat- 
ings for fall wear are well sold ahead and 
sultings are being booked well. 

‘‘Iron and steel are active, strong or advanc- 
ing. Despite 4.1 conservatism pig iron prices 
teml up. The sale of 103,000 tons at Valley 
Furnaces to the leading interest at $16 put 
the price for third quarter's prices beyond 
peradventure. Compared with a year ago steel 
billets, which are selling at $30, or $2 above 
Stee] rail prices, show a gain of 50 per cent 
Over last year. Pig irop, on the contrary, 
has only increased 10 per cent, and the feel- 
ing is that buying by smalier mills will pre- 
Cipitate an advance. Structu.al milis are evi 
ahead to September, but pla:e miijs are well 
up with orders.

BACK IN ALASKA. 


Where a Temperature of 80 Degrees 
Ts Sometimes Experienced. 

The Era: In the vast and almost un- 
Known interior of Alaska, beyond the in- 
fluence of the ‘‘Kuro Siwo,”’ the climate 
is arctic in the fullest sense of the 
word. There are but two seasons here 
winter and summer. The winter is of 
eight months’ duration, dry and, except 
certain restricted localities, entirely 
free from wind. The temperature de- 
scends-as low as 80 degrees (upon rare 
occasions even 9 degrees has. been 
reached), with a mean of, perhaps—40 
degrees. Ice forms in the rivers and 
lakes to a thickness of 8 feet or 
more. During its earliest month high 
winds prevail, greatly assisting in the 
dissipation of the snow and ice, but 
rendering this time exceedingly disa- 
greeable. The balance of this short sea- 
son is mild and the temperature pleas- 
ant, rarely exceeding 86 degrees. The 
snow and rain annually precipitated is 
about 12.9 inches. 

The hapless resident in this inhospita- 
ble section is afforded no relief after 
his long winter's fight for the unity of 
and body, by the advent of this 
otherwise agreeable period; for with the 
first tempered breeze come countless le- 
gions of mosquitoes, black files and va- 
rious stinging insects besides, whose ag- 
ontgng assiduity and ghoulish —— 
preclude the enjoyment of the briefest 
moment. Whence comes the abnormal 
instinct that marks man at first sight 
as their prey—considering the fact that 
their ancestry back to protoplasm had 
no knowledge of his being—is an in- 
teresting problem best left for entomoa- 
logists to determine.

WASHINGTON IS HONORED 


BY ALL AMERICANS TODAY 
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Today being Washington's birthday all ¢ 
the banks will be closed. The city @ 
hall will also be closed for the entire é 
day. The postoffice will close at noon. @ 
There will be one morning delivery of $ 
mail. The money order department will e 
be closed all day. Some of the court ; 
house offices will be ciosed part of the ° 
day. $ 
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This is the day on “which all good Ameri- 
cans honor the memofy of the father of 
this country. Exactly 170 years ago 
George Washington was born. He was the 
first American general, the first president 
of these United States, and was the first 
to go on record as never having told a 
falsehood. He also cut down a cherry 
tree. 

The story of the cherry tree incident is 
irdissolubly linked with the name of 
Washington. Some well meaning but 
mistaken and self-appointed historians 
have sought to prove that this tale was 
without foundation, but no patriotic citi- 
zen of this broad land will permit himself 
to be prejudiced against the story. 

Regarding the other matter, Mark 
Twain, America’s great humorist, has 
this to say: “I consider myself greater 
than Washington. He couldn't tell a lie, 
while I can, but won’t.’’ For a great many 
years George Washingtcn has been point- 
All gvod 
boys who hope to become president take 
him as their model, and if they never suc. 
ceed in attaining the cherished goal, it 


will not be because they did not have a 
good example, but rather that they fail- 


ed to belong to the winning party. 

In many respects Washington was a 
male Joan of Arc, though deprived some- 
what of the dramatic glory which sur- 
rounded the doing of that. good 
and estimable lady. As a fighter 
and strategist he was a success 
in every sense of the word and 
vhen peace came to the colonies he was 
one of the first to assist im the work of 
bringing the scattered threads of gov- 
ernment together. It is said of him that 
he was ‘“‘first in war, first in peace and 
first in the hearts of his countrymen.” 

George Washington was born February 
22, 1732, at New Bridge Creek, Westmore- 
land county, Virginia. His paternal an- 
cestors were English. His father was Au- 
gustine Washington, a well-to-do Vir- 
ginia planter, and his mothér, before her 
marriage, was a Miss Mary Ball. 

Weshington began life «6s a surveyor, 
but at the time of his election as first 
rresidert of the United States was a 
planter. There is no record of his having 
attended any of the American colleges. 
When 27 years old he married Mrs. Mar- 
tha Custis nee Danbridge. She was born 
in 1732, the same year that her secon) 
husband was born, and died in 1802 at the 
advanced age of 70. 

In 1789, when 57 years old, Washington 
was inaugurated president. His home at 
that time was Mount Vernon, Va. He 
died of pneumonia December 14, 1799, at 
the age of 67 and was buried at Mount 
Verr.on. Washington was the tirst Amerl- 
can general and was commander-in-chief 
of the American forces during the revolu- 
tionary war. He served two terms ag 
plesident. In politics he was a federalist, 
ara an | Episcopalian in religious connec- 
tion. He died without issue.
